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AN ACT relating to the Game Law; to amend section 37-438, Revised Statutes
Supplement, 2002; to change provisions relating to entry permit
fees; and to repeal the original section.

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,

Section 1. Section 37-438, Revised Statutes Supplement, 2002, is
amended to read:
37-438. (1) The commission shall devise permits in two forms:

Annual and temporary.

(2) The annual permit may be purchased by any person and shall be
valid through December 31 in the year for which the permit is issued. The fee
for the annual permit for a resident motor vehicle shall be not 1less than
fourteen dollars and not more than twenty dollars per permit. The fee for the
annual permit for a nonresident motor <vehicle shall not be more than
twenty-five dollars. The commission shall establish such fees by the adoption
and promulgation of rules and regulations.

(3) A temporary permit may be purchased by any person and shall be
valid wuntil noon of the day following the date of issue. The fee for the
temporary permit for a resident motor vehicle shall be &we dollars and £ifty
eents not more than three dollars. The fee for the temporary permit for a
nonresident motor vehicle shall not be more than five dollars. The commission
shall establish such fees by the adoption and promulgation of rules and
regulations. The commission may issue temporary permits which are either
valid for any area or valid for a single area.
